Mr,  Chairmen,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

1  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  3*1  st  December,  1939* 

The  year  has  shown  a  considerable  alteration  in  the  type  of  shipping  using 
the  port  with  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  general  cargo  vessels, 
part  of  whose  cargoes  being  irrroorted  foodstuffs  from  the  continent  mostly  from 
Amsterdam,  Flushing,  Ostend  and  Rouen.  The  Jersey  potato  trade  continued  again 
this  year  with  vessels  arriving  almost  daily  during  May  and  June. 


The  actual  figures  of  essels  arriving  are:- 

490  vessels  from  foreign  ports  (114,607  N.R.T.) 

1666  vessels  from  coastwise  ports  (728,382  N.R.T.) 

This  shows  an  increase  of  158  vessels  (37,128  N.R.T.)  from  foreign  ports  and  a 
decrease  of  141  vessels  (49,820  N.R.T.)  from  coastwise  ports. 


During  the  year  487  vessels  from  foreign  ports  and  1019  vessles  from  coast¬ 
wise  ports  were  inspected.  455  vessles  from  foreign  ports  and  46  from  coastwise 
ports  being  revisited.  There  were  no  notices  served  for  defects,  all  minor 
defects  such  as  lack  of  cleanliness  in  galleys  and  crews  quarters  being  dealt 
with  by  verbal  cautions  and  complied  with  on  the  vessels  return  to  the  port. 


Infectious  Disease . 

There  were  no  cases  reported  during  the  year,  all  vessels  from  infected 
areas  were  boarded  on  arrival  and  revisited  daily  during  their  stay. 

Rodent  Control . 

All  vessels  from  foreign  ports  were  searched  during  and  on  completion  of  dis¬ 
charge.  Traces  of  rats  being  found  on  two  foreign  arrivals  and  one  coastwise 
vessel. 


70  De-ratting  exemption  certificates  and  5  Rodent  Control  certificates  were 
issued  during  the  year. 


Food  Inspection 
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The  volume  and  variety  of  imported  foods  continues  to  increa.se.  189  food 
inspections  being  made  during  the  year.  Samples  of  cocl-des  and  one  of  pate  fois 
gras  were  submitted  to  the  bacteriologist  for  examination  and  were  proved  to  be 
satisfactory.
